ASPECTS OF TRAVEL 



Mr. Rudyard Kipling's delightful address to the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society upon "Aspects of Travel" was meant rather for 
the explorer and the pioneer than the commonplace traveller; but 
he touched upon topics of tlic deepest interest to all who have ever 
sailed and marched and even journeyed distances by train and faced 
the salt winds at sunrise from a swaying deck. He spoke, for in- 
stance, of pressure-lines, those sometimes indefinable mental images 
which haunt the traveller who is under the strain of contniuous and 
exhausting movement. 

To the leader of an expedition, or the head of a scientific sur- 
vey, the lines may appear as a ribbon of road unrolling behind 
them, or a straight bar across the vision which constantly draws 
nearer. One might add to his examples the feeling which almost in- 
vtriably overtakes the more conventional wanderer who evades toil, 
•ikI circles the world in comfortable cabins and luxurious expresses. 
It is a sense of utter weariness, the gradual growth of indifference to 
externals, a consciousness of blurred impressions, an unwillingness to 
jsee more. There are no definite pressure-lines, perhaps, but there is 
the kind of mental exhaustion which would develop in a man who 
tried to look successively at all the pictures in a big gallery on a sin- 
gle day. 

Mr. Kipling seems to think that with the coming mastery of the 
air we shall reach the golden age of travel, when wc shall journey 
with "neither sweat nor suffering." and shall be freed from "the 
checks that have hitherto "conditioned all our travels." We are 
not sure that he is right. Will travel, for instance, be less of a trial 
or a discipline to the temper when we can all soar upwards and for- 
sake muddy roads, and the grit and dust of railways, and the dis- 
comforts of the sea? Mountaineers know very well the splenetic ir- 
ritability which often assails them when the tree-line is passed : and 
we seem to have heard that airmen do not always find that a flight 
in the empyrean produces in them a holy calm. Mr. Kipling recog- 
nizes that the earth is shrinking actually and in imagination, that we 
are cutting down the world conception of time and space, and that 
"the new machines are "outstripping mankind"; but his robust op- 
timism leads him to hope that when humanity can get its breath all 
will be well aagin. We trust he may be right; but new conditions 
are evolving new dangers, notably for a world-wide and scattered 
Empire. And when all his dreams arc realied. it will still be 
true that they see the earth best and nearest who walk upon it on 
their own feet. Moreover, whether %vc walk or ride or sail or fly. 
the most abiding joy of travel will always lie in retrospect. Better 
and more precious even than books, because more truly a possession 
that remains to the end, are the ineffaceable memories of travel, a 
rich store tpjliye widivand.to th in the eventide of life.

bonus Immigration, which meant that 
finanttty was tho desiro of llio tinacni- 
inilouM agent, not <|UuHlv. Tho Sal- 
vation Army and the Church army, 
howover charltablo thoir motives, had 
orred In this matter. 

Mr. I,:ivergne emphasized tho possl- 
liility of a repetition of what hiul hap- 
pened in Texas after tho American 
sctUers thoro had ousted tho Mexl- 
cana, and added on« more <rtat« to the 
American niiubllc. There w«« a geo- 
graphical division between tho oast and 
Uie west in Canada, which would 
greatly assist tho fonnaUon of a sep- 
arate statfl in tho wosterh provinces, 
should any partloulnf nationality ever 
predominate there. It was possible 
that FYench and English should exist 
.side by erido in this countr.v. Two 
languages had long been spoken in 
llelgium. In Switzerland, the people 
spoUo thren different languages, and yot 
preserved their liberty. 
' Tlio duty of the English Canadian to 
his French Canadian fcltow-citls'.cn, de- 
manded a thorough knowlcdg» of the 
French Canadian with whom h« had to 
live.
